5.^ Now' ask students: "In a family headed, by a single adult, who does all 
the tasks on our list?" When they state the obvious^answer, ask them seriously 
and pointedly: "Do you think such single heads of household are usually men, 
usually women, or about equally divided between men and women?"

The students should recognize and say, "mostly women," If they do say 
this, you should confirm it. If they do not say this, you should inform "them 
of this fact. Ask them:' "How many of you. know personally at least one family.^ 
in which the head of household is ajwoman?" You should supply the class with^ 
the following statistics: ^ ■ " 

In Tennessee, one out ^of every seven families is headed by only one 
person. Of these single-parent families, 9 'out of 10 'are headed by 
women; one out of ten is headed by a man,* 

You can dramatize the meaning of these statistics by saying: "This means .that 
chances are that -one in every seven of you will end up being a single head \)rf 
household arid the chances are. much higher for women, " Emphasize that- to avoid 
this situation or to be able to handle it when it comes up requires many life 
skills which they will begin to work on^ in .'the next, unit, ' ' v

It* s a good' thing I have five^ brothers , too,' 
because I'd heard enough dirty jokes from them so that the locker room' talk 
couldn't bother me.' The other two women couldn't take the hassles, though, 

and both o'f them quit before the end of the first year.-

Tennessee 'has many^vocationa^^^^in^ opportunities f or those of you 
who are interested in learning a skill or trade. In the next few minutes, . 
we will discuss what, is available, where to find it, and how to track dox^ ^ 
more information about your particular interest. Once you ha-^e a pretfty ^ 
good idea about what it is that you waijt to dq^ for a Mviri?g, the dost 
important step is knq^ii^^g how to go about getting the best training ^-ou ean. 

Tennessee , has its own special char'acterisjiics which you, ^hould' consider * 
when choosing a vocation. Fanning, ^^e ciaitistay of Tennessee' s . economy, has 
been declining rapidly and will continue to do so. New.v jobs have .resulted 
■fr.Qm new^ industries coming lUto the "^area.. Experts are divided on the • 
question of Tennessee' s economic future, bPut it is fairly certain that thfe 
changes in Tennessee's job outlook will affect your fuKire. It is always " 
wise to check to see if there is^a need for an .o^ccupation in your area, before 
you begip training 7* j^nless you''are^wi],ling^ to 1^'ave your area in search of a . 
' particular job. The state of Tennlssee^ Iceep^up-to-date statistics about the' 
labor Market in ^our area. @. To «find -put wha:^t /the future looks like in your 
chosen field", you cahi^contact the .n^.res| Tennessee State Employment Office

Supppse that^you^re not sure of what you want to do for a li^ving. You 
\may wish tfc take^ a vocational interest or an. aptitude test which will help ' v 
^ to pinpoint your ^nte^ests, skilife, and abilities. Some high schools offer . 
vocational tests during the course of tjie school year; other schools cmly offer 
the tests ^o students who express an interest. Check with your guidante office 
abdut vocational^test9^J?*fered ttfrough your' high school. If your .school does 
' hot have a testing service, you sh^ould contact the Tennessee State Employment 
* ' Of fice. They%ffer t^e General Aptitude Test Battery (or GATE) an ability 
test, and the Kuder Preference Test, a vocational intere'st inventory. Both 
tests Ijelp to transld^te your . interests and abilities into occupational choices. 
\^t does not'^^cost any money'-to take either test, and. They; may prove helpful to . 
you as^you '*try to make some decisions about vocational training. 

In Tennessee, many areas have reestablished Vocational centers. Vocational 
centers offer traini:Sg in subject areas such as auto mechanics, electrical' 
repair, carpentry, secretarial skills , forestry, 'horticulture, drafting, childf 
care, and . graphic artisi;. Although many of these bccUpation? have traditionally 
been associated with .dne^ sex the other, vocational Schools are now expanding 
their programs to' include both^men and women, in all fields . So, no one should
